A VILLAGE IS DEPOPULATED 


Three Hundred Houses Were Burrie 


and 200 Persons, Mostly Women 


and Children, Murdered.

May 31—Horrible details are arriving 
here of the slaughter of the 
inhabi 


tants of the village of Smerdash, south 
of Lake Presba, May 21, by the Bashi 
Bazouks. It appears that on the arri 
val of the Bashi-Uazouks Chakalar 
off's ba-nd of insurgents withdrew tc 
the mountains without sustaining anj 
loss. 
As no rebels were left in th 


village the inhabitants experienced nc 
anxiety until suddenly, at sunset, th 
Turks, who had completely surround- 
ed the place, commenced a 
regulai 


bombardment, whereupon all the vil- 
agers assembled in the streets. Though 
the artillery ceased 1'irmg during 
part of the night, the Turkish in fan, 
:ry fired all night long. The artillery

daybreak, but as it was 
ineffective 


;he Turks set fire to the village on al 
sides ajid commenced a general mas- 
sacre. 
The slaughtering included the 


(Vomen, children, and the aged. About 
300 houses were burned and upwards 
of 209 persons, mostly women 
and 


children killed. 
The women and girl 


were murdered while resisting 
out- 


•age. 
Whole households were slain 


Dne family of seven was hi,tin

their bodies heaped on the hearth. Not 


living soul was left in the village. 


The survivors, many of them 
half 


Durned, or otherwise injured, 
fled. 


Some of the fleeing villagers were cap- 
tured and had their ears and

cut off before they weie butchered.

they do in anything else. The man 
who can take in the whole situation at 
a glance and at the same instant suit 
hi3 actions to his thought will win 
games where an equally good player 
who does not think will lose them. 


Here is an instance which stands 


alone in all the annals of baseball— 
with a single exception. 


In the days 
when the Cincinnati 


Reds were at the top of th<? heap they 
went up to Wilmington, O., to play 
an exhibition game. 
Thp Wilmington 


team was made up entirely ot amateur 
players. The Wilmington pitcher was 
a young- chap named David Reese and 
the Wilmington second baseman was 
a college boy n/imed Lynne Smith. 
It 


was 
young Smith who turned out to 


be the hero of the most sensational 
play ever made in the national game. 


The Reds went up to the little town 


in the full flush of success, determined 
to have a lot of sport with the local 
players. 
The Rpds won the toss and 


went to bat. Young Roese, the Wil- 
mington pitcher, was a first class am- 
ateur, but naturally he was badly rat- 
tled at the idea of facing the best team 
in the 
National league, and for the 


first few minutes his work was poor. 


The first two'of the Reds who went 


to bat hit base hits. The third man got 
a base on balls, and everybody on the 
Cincinnati nine began to grin broadly 
at the fun ahead. All the bases wore 
full and there was nobody out. It was 
a. huge snap—a regular picnic. 


Then old "Rug" Holliday, the fourth 


man on thp batting list of the Reds, 
picked up his club and sauntered up to 
the plate, blood in his eye. The first 
ball young Reese pitched "Rug" struck 
at. What is more, he hit it and sent 
the ball flying straight over second 
base—a hit that un'Jer most circum- 
stances would have been good for a 
couple of bases. 


The minute the ball left "Rug's" bat 


all three of the men on liases started 
at the top of their speed for the next 
base. But they figured without their 
host. 


Young Lynne Smith, second baseman 


for Wilmington, was equal to the emer- 
gency. He jumped straight up into the 
air and made a desperate lungp at the 
ball with his right hand. 
The brill 


stuck, and when he came do-U-n Smith 
lit with both feet fairly on t!u> second 
bag. That put two men out—the batter 
and the base runner 
who had just 


started for third. 


But young Smith was not yet satis- 


fied.Without the lesitation of a moment 
—which would have 
ht-cn 
fatal—he 


started on the dead run for first base, 
and, unassisted, caught 
and touched 


out the base runner who had started 
from first to second when "Hug" made 
his bit. So all alone and \\ithout as- 
sistance of any kind young Smith made 
a record which is unique among ball 
players. 


That triple play seemed to take all 


the starch out of the Rods. 
It also 


had the effect of steadying down the 
Wilmington team and giving them suf- 
ficient nerve and courage to play 
to 


the best of their ability. 


Rec-sp. the scrub pitcher, struck out 


a lot of the Rods' best bnttr-rs. and at 
the end of the gamp thp famous play,'is 
from Cincinnati had to go home with 
a score of four to two against th^m.

The exercises closed wi'h 
the dedicatory prayer by B. B. Fuller- 
ton, D. IX, of St. Louis. 


DR. BURRILL'S ADDRESS. 


Spoke of the Growth of Education in 


Illinois—Industrial Training. 


The address of Dr. Bun-ill of the 
University of Illinois-, was one of the 
best of the day. tie spoke of the 
growth of the educational system of 
this state commenting upon the liberal 
treatment of the university at Cham- 
paign by the state legislature and then 
commented upon the fact that former- 
ly the question was asked in the bus- 
iness world, "What do you know." Now 
the question has been changed 
to 
"What can you do?" Tn this connec- 
tion he referred to the necessity grow- 
inig day by day, for an industrial ed- 
ucation.

In 
Illinois education is, freo from the pri- 
mary school to the state university. 


There is a time in the life of the 


average boy when he holds the al- 
mighty 
dollar so close to his eyes 


that he sees nothing else in God's 
universe. 
When this lime arrives he 


is anxious to quit school for the pur- 
pose of going to work. 
Sometimes 


at this critical stage in his career 
the only rational thing that can ' be 
done is to put him to hard work so 
that he may learn by actual experience 
how much backache is represented in 
a dollar honestly earned. 
In most 


instances it is far better to let him 
learn 
this lesson 
outside of school 


hours, and to keep hjm at school by 
showing him what schools like this 
university will do for him, especially 
in the direction of future

ing power of its graduates. 
In con- 


cluding'ho pointed out what the school 
can do to promote the higher life. 
It 


vii'.bles the pupil to think from cause 
to effect, from reason to consequence, 
irom law to its application. 
To think 


:he thoughts which God has put into 
:he starry heavens and into all na- 
ture around us is to taste the joys 


f a life that does not turn upon the 


tlmighty dollar. 


What is it that makes life worth liv- 


ing? 
It is not money, nor scholar- 


ship, nor fame, nor social distinction, 
but love—love of home and country, 
love of kindred and 
friends, love of 


truth, love of God and of that -\\hich 
is highest and best in God's univeise. 
[ congratulate you upon the foundation 
of a university that will not merely
